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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15 and 17, as amended on 8/24/2009 are allowed. The following is a 
statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: Independent claims 
15 and 17 recite the unique feature of the bars extend in a substantially horizontal 
manner for receiving the headband of the headphone. The closest prior art (Abe, US 
5,095,382), discloses the bars extending in a vertical manner, and there would be no 
teaching or motivation to modify them to extend in a horizontal manner.
